Unemployment up 
2nd month in row

- 
Unemployment increased for 
the second month in a row in 
July, rising from 7.5 to 7.8 per 
cent, and leaving more people 
out of work than at any time in 
the past seven months, the gov­ 
ernment said today. 
At the same time, however, 
the 
Labor Department said 
about 400,000 more people found 
Jobs in July, pushing total em­ 
ployment to a record 87.9 mil­ 
lion. 
But the pickup in hiring since 
the recession has apparently 
lured into the job market thou- 
sards of workers, particularly 
adult women, who hadn't both­ 
ered to lot* for a job when 
times were tight. 
The number of people without 
jobs in July rose 280,000 to 7.4 


million, the most since 7.8 mil­ 
lion couldn't find work in De­ 
cember The 7.8 per cent unem­ 
ployment was the highest since 
an identical level in January. 
The 7.5 per cent unemploy­ 
ment rate in June was an in­ 
crease over the 7.3 per cent 
level in May. The June-July in­ 
creases represent a threat to 
the administration's projections 
that unemployment will slip be­ 
low 7 per cent by December. 
There 
were 
fewer 
people 
unemployed in January than 
there are now, but the unem­ 
ployment rates were the same 
because the labor force Is con­ 
stantly growing. 


The work force has grown by 
2.3 million, or 2.5 per cent, In 
the past year. Part of that is 


accounted for by normal popu­ 
lation growth, but the rate is 
far above the eight-tenths of a 
per cent growth in the total 
population last year. 
The bulk of the growth in the 
labor force — 1.4 million — has 
been among adult women, even 
though they represent less than 
a third of the total work force. 
The percentage of working-age 
women at work or seeking a 
Job has risen to 47.4 per cent 
from 46.1 per cent a year ago. 
The number of women In the 
work force has traditionally 
been considered a signal of the 
pressure families feel for beef­ 
ing up their incomes And econ­ 
omists still consider that to be 
a factor, but in recent years de­ 
mographers have found a surge 
in womens' work force partici- 
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pation rates unrelated to under­ 
lying economic conditions. 
The unemployment rate for 
adult women in July was 7.6 
per cent, up from 7.1 per cent 
in June. Adult male unemploy­ 
ment was 6.1 per cent, com­ 
pared to 6 per cent the previous 
month. 
Unemployment among house­ 
hold heads climbed to 5.4 per 
cent from 5.1 per cent. 
Unemployment among blacks 
and teen-agers improved, but 
analysts said the rates remain 
so high that the change isn't 
likely to signal any dramatic 
improvement. 
Unemployment 
among teen-agers slipped to 
18.1 per cent from 18 4 per 
cent. Among blacks the rate 
fell from 13.3 per cent to 12.9 
per cent.

Killer disease not flu 


HARRISBURG, Pa 
<AP> - 
Scientists today elimiated in­ 
fluenza and fungi as possible 
causes of the mysterious ““le­ 
gionnaires disease ” They said 
test results point toward a toxic 
substance as a cause for the 
disease that has claimed 25 
lives 
"The epidemic has peaked 
and is on its way out," Dr. D a­ 
vid Sencer, director of the Cen 
ter for Disease Control in At­ 
lanta told a news conference 
Researchers admitted, how 
ever, that they still haven t 
been able to identify the specif­ 
ic cause of the disease despite 
four days of tests in a state lab­ 
oratory in Philadelphia and the 
CDC. 
"What we know is really 
what we don't know It is pos 


sible we’ll never know," Sencer 
told an Atlanta news confer­ 
ence 
But "I think all of us can 
breathe a sigh of relief that this 
is not flu," he said 
He added, "We still have no 
firm evidence of any secondary 
transmission," meaning the dis­ 
ease is not contagious 
‘“Unfortunately, people are 
still 
dying," 
Sencer 
said 
"There are 25 dead and 153 
cases, but the number is com­ 
ing down." 
The toll rose to 25 today, up 
from two from the earlier count 
of 23 
Sencer added that chemistry 
tests for toxic agents are more 


complicated than those which 
have eliminated influenza as a 
possible cause and that he 
could not say when results of 
the tests might show what kind 
of toxin caused the illness 
Sencer said the toxin could 
have come from a chemical 
present in everyday materials 
such as plastics or paper 
"There are a wide variety of 
agents — pesticides, fungicides, 
organic phosphorous agents or 
heavy metals" that could act 
as a toxin, he said 
All the persons who got the 
disease in the past two weeks 
attended a state American Le­ 
gion convention in Philadelphia 
last month

Thankful to be alive 
Sikeston family caught 
in Colorado flash flood

Call it divine intervention, fate 
or just plain luck, but it finally 
comes down to this: The engine 
on their motor home died, and so 
the Larry Steward family did 
not. 
The Stewards, who live at 102 
Goldbirer, were driving along 
Highway 34 in Big Thompson 
Canyon near Loveland, Colo., 
Saturday night when a flash 
flood swept down the canyon, 
killing a 
still undetermined 
number of people 
The four of them — Larry, his 
wife 
Shirley, 
daughter 
Stephania. 8, and son Stepahn, 4 
were on a vacation trip through 
the mountain states when they 
found 
themselves 
traveling 
through Big Thompson Canyon 
on 
a short 
cut from the 
Yellowstone Grand Teton area 
to Denver. 
They flew back to Sikeston 
Tuesday with little more than 
the clothes on their backs, 
thankful to be alive. 
It started raining about 8 p m 
Saturday, but Steward said they 
were not concerned 
"It 
wasn't 
even 
a 
good 
Sikeston rain," he said, then 
added, "but for every quarter of 
a mile we progressed, it got 20 
per cent more intense Still, it 
rains harder in Sikeston." 
Then, as their motor home 
started up a hill, a rock slide 
tumbled across their path They 
could not back up because they 
were 
pulling 
a 
motorcycle 
trailer and there were cars 
behind them, so they tried to 
drive over the rocks 
The water rushing down the 
rock slide hit the big yellow 


motor home and the engine died. 
Steward restarted the engine 
and tried again to get over the 
rocks. Again the engine died 
Others 
behind 
them were 
impatient and passed, including 
a large motor home. The motor 
home 
struck 
the Steward’s 
motorcycle trailer and began to 
slide off the road toward the 
river The driver swung back 
onto the road and struck the 
Stewards' motor home in the 
side 
The driver kept on going and 
did not stop The Stewards later 
learned that motor home was 
washed away in the flood 
Steward finally restarted the 
engine and managed to drive to 
a wide spot on the road w here he 
stopped and walked back to look 
at 
the damaged motorcycle 
carrier. 
It was so badly damaged they 
had to leave it there. Steward 
said, planning to call for a 
wrecker to get it later That was 
the last time they saw their 
motorcycles 
They decided to say where 
they were for awhile "Things 
started to get worse and worse 
and to rain harder and harder," 
Steward said. 
Still, the thought of the river 
endangering them was the last 
thing on their minds They were 
parked 20 to 30 feet above the 
banks 
They had no way of knowing 
that a 12- foot high wall of water 
was coming down the canyon 
toward them and that it would 
leave a path of destruction 30 
miles long 
“ The thing that concerned us 
was that the place where we 
were parked 
was gradually 


becoming a river with water 
rushing 
down the highway," 
Steward 
said He 
said 
they 
worried 
about a log or rock 
coming 
down the road 
and 
striking the motor home 
"We were not concerned about 
the river, but about the motor 
home," Mrs Steward said. "We 
were afraid it might go floating 
off the road We had no idea the 
road was caving in." 
That is just what the road was 
doing A car that went by them 
returned a minute later because 
the road was washed out just 50 
feet around the bend. About the 
same distance behind, the road 
was also gone 
Five vehicles, containing 14 
people, were stranded on the 
small section of remaining high­ 
way. By now, Steward had 
pulled the motor home back up 
onto the road to get away from 
the water on the edge of the 
highway. 
It did not help much 
They 
watched as a man struggled to 
get back into his camper, also 
parked on the road The water 
was up to the man's waist. 
They still were not concerned 
about 
the creek 
But 
then 
someone 
in 
the car ahead 
flashed a light out into the 
canyon and there was the river, 
now just a few feet below the 
highway. 
They said that was when they 
realized just how much trouble 
they were in. 
"By the time it dawned on us 
what was happening, for many 
people it was too late," Steward 
said. 
Mrs Steward opened the door 
to look out and water started

WHERE THE HORSES 
AND BURROS ROAM 
From The Washington Post 
When Congress passed the 
Wild Free-Roam ing Horses and 
Burros Act five years ago, it 
seemed that a blanket of federal 
protection had been placed over 
those 
a n im als 
which 
are 
regarded as elusive friends by 
lovers of nature—and as foes by 
many 
ranchers in the West 
U nfortunately, 
the 
blanket 
never settled 
Opposition to the law was 
widespread; wild horses con­ 
tinued 
to 
be trapped 
and 
slaughtered; and, eventually, a 
federal court in New Mexico 
held 
the 
act 
to 
be 
un­ 
constitutional. The court said 
that 
the 
Constitution 
gives 
Congress power to regulate wild 
anim als and public lands only to 
protect the land and not to 
protect the anim als themselves 
The Suprem e Court has now 
rev ersed 
this 
decision. 
It 
asserted that Congress does 
indeed have power to regulate 
and protect the wildlife living on 
public lands. That is not just 
good 
news 
for 
horses 
and 
burros -it is also good news for 
the country. 
The 
high 
c o u rt's 
ruling 


removes 
any 
legal 
question 
about the right of the Federal 
Government to m aintain some 
parts of the country in their 
natural state And it turns back 
an 
attack 
on 
other 
federal 
wildlife protective laws, which 
would have been sure to come if 
the lower court had been upheld. 
Not all such laws are popular, of 
course, in every part of the 
country Some are seen as un­ 
wise by the wildlife’s human 
neighbors who often regard the 
anim als as pure pests. 
The case is also a useful 
rem inder that federalism is still 
a large elem ent in the m anner in 
which the country is governed 
The claim m ade by New Mexico 
that Congress was trying to 
usurp a part of its inherent 
power was not frivolous The 
states have always had the 
m ajor role in regulating wildlife 
and are likely to continue to 
have it. 
The court upheld only that 
part of the wild horses act which 
protects the anim als while they 
are on public land; it put off for 
an o th er 
case 
the 
con­ 
stitutionality of the protection 
the act gives to those anim als 
when they roam onto private or 
state-owned land We would not 
bet 
much 
on their chances 
there—either in fact or in court. 
So we wish that—some way or 
other—these survivors of the 
past who wander free in the 
West could get the m essage: 
Stay on Uncle Sam 's land, he'll 
protect you.

WASHINGTON D C. - The 
United States 
has the most 
planned economy in the world 
At first blush, such an assertion 
by an adm irer of Adam Smith 
strikes m any as incredible In 
fact, it has been said that we in 
the Ford adm inistration are so 
opposed to planning that we 
consider 
Adam Sm ith's “ in­ 
visible hand" to be an un­ 
w arranted 
intrusion 
in 
the 
m arketplace. 
But further reflection reveals 
not only the accuracy of the 
claim that the United States is 
the 
w o rld 's 
m ost 
planned 
economy, 
but 
the 
rationale 
behind it. 
Millions of business men and 
farm ers do the principal job of 
planning in the United States 
M any 
nations 
have 
m ore 
n a tio n a l 
g o v e r n m e n ta l 
economic 
planning, 
but 
a t­ 
tem pts 
to 
centrally 
direct 
economic activity should not 
necessarily be considered as 
evidence 
of 
more 
planning 
Some planning occurs in every 
economic system The crucial 
variable is w hether the planning 
is concentrated in the public or 
private sector 
Periods of recession always 
seem to produce proposals for 
n a tio n a l 
g o v e r n m e n ta l 
economic planning as a m eans 
of correcting the imperfections 
of the free m arket. Our recent 
r«-ession 
was 
no exception. 
Proponents of national planning 
have 
coalesced 
around 
two 
proposed bills, the Balanced 
Growth and Economic Planning 
Act of 1975 (the Humphrey- 
Ja v its 
bill) 
and 
the 
Full 
Employm ent 
and 
Balanced 
Growth Act of 1976 (the Hum­ 
phrey- Hawkins bill). 
E arlier this year the Joint 
Economic Committee of the 
Congress also issued a m ajority 
re p o rt 
callin g 
for 
co m ­ 
prehensive long- range plan­ 
ning 
M ore 
recen tly , 
the 
proposed 
Dem ocratic 
party 
platform 
called for national 
economic planning 
The 
renew ed 
in te rest 
in 
national 
economic 
planning 
stem s in part from those who 
wish to use it as a 
vehicle for 
implementing their vision of 
how society should be struc­ 
tured They are not satisfied 
with the allocation of resources 
that result from the m arket. 
Irving Kristol has perceptively 
observed, they want the "power 
which in a capitalist system is 
supposed to reside in the free 
m arket." 
Indeed, this is precisely what 
central planning is all about -

decisions 
about

allocation of resources by a few 
individuals at the cent«- rather 
than perm itting participation by

Forecasting, 
even 
in 
the 
shortrun, is difficult 
Despite 
considerable effort, economists 
have had a disappointing track 
record in forecasting the future, 
particulary 
for

Getting an accurate forecast 
is a minor problem 
com pared 
with a second difficulty that 
would 
then 
face 
a 
central 
planning board 
If the board 
were to have any value, it would 
be forced to m ake decisions for 
thousands of industries, millions 
of 
firm s, 
and 
num erous 
g o v ern m en tal 
units 
at 
in ­ 
credible speed and under con­ 
stantly 
changing 
conditions 
This is what Nobel Prize- win­ 
ning economist Paul Samuelson 
m eant when he said that central 
planning in the United States 
would involve a m athem atical 
problem 
w ith 
m illions 
of 
unknowns 
and 
billions 
and 
billions of steps in its solution 
A third problem with most 
national planning proposals is 
th e ir 
pro fessed 
“ vo lu n tary 
nature” . If a planning exercise 
is truly voluntary with no m eans 
for its implementation, then the 
whole exercise is pointless and 
would merely serve to swell 
government 
employment 
lor 
economists 
However, 
if the 
planning exercise is more than 
vo lu n tary , 
then 
planning 
represents a genuine threat to 
the 
m aintenance 
of 
a 
free 
society. 
Supporters of planning claim 
they do not intend to tell General 
E le ctric 
or 
an y o th e r 
firm 
precisely what to do But what 
can be e x p « te d to happen if 
private firms are acting in ways 
that will defeat the aim s of the 
national plan? Supporters of 
national planning greatly un 
derestim ate the governmental 
controls 
that 
their 
program 
would impose on the private 
economy. 
As a Yugoslavian economist 
recently observed “ The worst 
m arket economy functions more 
efficiently 
th an 
the 
best 
nationally planned economy.” 
There are som e areas where 
the government must intrude in 
the m arketplace because the 
m arket does not autom atically 
allocate 
resources 
to 
m eet 
national 
objectives 
Recent 
exam ples 
include energy in­ 
dependence and environm ental 
protection But such area should 
be 
narrow ly 
lim ited 
and 
specifically approved by the 
legislative process 
In short, we are for planning, 
lots of it, done principally by 
private entrepreneurs their own 
money at stake. The govern 
ment has an important role to 
play in the economy and in 
helping 
private 
planners 
It 
should 
provide 
co n sisten t 
economic policies so individuals 
and businessmen can plan with 
some confidence in what the 
government will do 
Effective 
private 
planning 
requires 
a 
non-inflationary 
environment 
resulting 
from 
sound 
fiscal 
and 
m onetary 
policies. The federal govern­ 
ment should m ake available its 
forecast 
of 
future economic 
activity 
and 
should 
provide 
accurate statistics to assist the 
private 
planner 
Not 
least, 
government m ust m aintain a 
free and com petitive m arket­ 
p lace. 
But 
g o v e rn m e n t’s

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Thankful to be alive 
Sikeston family caught 
in Colorado flash flood

Call it divine intervention, fate 
or just plain luck, but it finally 
comes down to this: The engine 
on their motor home died, and so 
the Larry Steward family did 
not. 
The Stewards, who live at 102 
Goldbirer, were driving along 
Highway 34 in Big Thompson 
Canyon near Loveland, Colo., 
Saturday night when a flash 
flood swept down the canyon, 
killing a 
still undetermined 
number of people. 
The four of them — Larry, his 
wife 
Shirley, 
daughter 
Stephania, 8, and son Stepahn, 4 
were on a vacation trip through 
the mountain states when they 
found 
themselves 
traveling 
through Big Thompson Canyon 
on a 
short cut from the 
Yellowstone Grand Teton area 
to Denver. 
They flew back to Sikeston 
Tuesday with little more than 
the clothes on their backs, 
thankful to be alive. 
It started raining about 8 p.m. 
Saturday, but Steward said they 
were not concerned. 
“It 
wasn’t 
even 
a 
good 
Sikeston rain,” he said, then 
added, “but for every quarter of 
a mile we progressed, it got 20 
per cent more intense. Still, it 
rains harder in Sikeston. ” 
Then, as their motor home 
started up a hill, a rock slide 
tumbled across their path. They 
could not back up because they 
were 
pulling 
a 
motorcycle 
trailer and there were cars 
behind them, so they tried to 
drive over the rocks. 
The water rushing down the 
rock slide hit the big yellow 


motor home and the engine died. 
Steward restarted the engine 
and tried again to get over the 
rocks. Again the engine died. 
Others behind 
them were 
impatient and passed, including 
a large motor home. The motor 
home 
struck 
the Steward’s 
motorcycle trailer and began to 
slide off the road toward the 
river. The driver swung back 
onto the road and struck the 
Stewards’ motor home in the 
side. 
The driver kept on going and 
did not stop. The Stewards later 
learned that motor home was 
washed away in the flood. 
Steward finally restarted the 
engine and managed to drive to 
a wide spot on the road where he 
stopped arid walked back to look 
at 
the damaged motorcycle 
carrier. 
It was so badly damaged they 
had to leave it there, Steward 
said, planning to call for a 
wrecker to get it later. That was 
the last time they saw their 
motorcycles. 
They decided to say where 
they were for awhile. “Things 
started to get worse and worse 
and to rain harder and harder,” 
Steward said. 
Still, the thought of the river 
endangering them was the last 
thing on their minds. They were 
parked 20 to 30 feet above the 
banks. 
They had no way of knowing 
that a 12- foot high wall of water 
was coming down the canyon 
toward them and that it would 
leave a path of destruction 30 
miles long. 
“The thing that concerned us 
was that the place where we 
were parked was gradually 


becoming a river with water 
rushing 
down the highway,” 
Steward 
said. He said 
they 
worried 
about a log or rock 
coming 
down the road 
and 
striking the motor home. 
“We were not concerned about 
the river, but about the motor 
home,” Mrs. Steward said. “We 
were afraid it might go floating 
off the road. We had no idea the 
road was caving in.” 
That is just what the road was 
doing. A car that went by them 
returned a minute later because 
the road was washed out just 50 
feet around the bend. About the 
same distance behind, the road 
was also gone. 
Five vehicles, containing 14 
people, were stranded on the 
small section of remaining high­ 
way. By now, Steward had 
pulled the motor home back up 
onto the road to get away from 
the water on the edge of the 
highway. 
It did not help much. 
They 
watched as a man struggled to 
get back into his camper, also 
parked on the road. The water 
was up to the man's waist. 
They still were not concerned 
about 
the 
creek. 
But 
then 
someone in 
the car ahead 
flashed a light out into the 
canyon and there was the river, 
now just a few feet below the 
highway. 
They said that was when they 
realized just how much trouble 
they were in. 
“By the time it dawned on us 
what was happening, for many 
people it was too late,” Steward 
said. 
Mrs. Steward opened the door 
to look out and water started

Killer disease not flu 


HARRISBURG, Pa. (AP) - 
Scientists today elimiated in­ 
fluenza and fungi as possible 
causes of the mysterious “le­ 
gionnaires' disease.” They said 
test results point toward a toxic 
substance as a cause for the 
disease that has claimed 25 
lives. 
"The epidemic has peaked 
and is on its way out,” Dr. Da­ 
vid Sencer, director of the Cen­ 
ter for Disease Control in At­ 
lanta told a news conference. 
Researchers admitted, how­ 
ever, that they still haven’t 
been able to identify the specif­ 
ic cause of the disease despite 
four days of tests in a state lab­ 
oratory in Philadelphia and the 
CDC. 
“What we know is really' 
what we don't know. It is pos­ 


sible we’ll never know,” Sencer 
told an Atlanta news confer­ 
ence. 
But “I think all of us can 
breathe a sigh of relief that this 
is not flu,” he said 
He added, “We still have no 
firm evidence of any secondary 
transmission,” meaning the dis­ 
ease is not contagious. 
“Unfortunately, people are 
still 
dying,” 
Sencer 
said. 
“There are 25 dead and 153 
cases, but the number is com­ 
ing down." 
The toll rose to 25 today, up 
from two from the earlier count 
of 23 
Sencer added that chemistry 
tests for toxic agents are more 


complicated than those which 
have eliminated influenza as a 
possible cause and 
that he 
could not say when results of 
the tests might show what kind 
of toxin caused the illness. 
Sencer said the toxin could 
have come from a chemical 
present in everyday materials 
such as plastics or paper. 
“There are a wide variety of 
agents — pesticides, fungicides, 
organic phosphorous agents or 
heavy metals" that could act 
as a toxin, he said 
All the persons who got the 
disease in the past two weeks 
attended a state American Le­ 
gion convention in Philadelphia 
last month.

Unemployment up 
2nd month in row 


WASHINGTON 
(AP) 
- 
Unemployment increased for 
the second month in a row in 
July, rising from 7.5 to 7.8 per 
cent, and leaving more people 
out of work than at any time in 
the past seven months, the gov­ 
ernment said today. 
At the same time, however, 
the Labor Department said 
about 400,000 more people found 
jobs in July, pushing total em­ 
ployment to a record 87.9 mil­ 
lion. 
But the pickup in hiring since 
the recession has apparently 
lured into the job market thou- 
sards of workers, particularly 
adult women, who hadn’t both­ 
ered to look for a job when 
times were tight. 
The number of people without 
jobs in July rose 280,000 to 7.4 


million, the most since 7.8 mil­ 
lion couldn’t find work in De­ 
cember. The 7.8 per cent unem­ 
ployment was the highest since 
an identical level in January. 


The 7.5 per cent unemploy­ 
ment rate in June was an in­ 
crease over the 7.3 per cent 
level in May. The June-July in­ 
creases represent a threat to 
the administration’s projections 
that unemployment will slip be­ 
low 7 per cent by December. 
There were 
fewer people 
unemployed in January than 
there are now, but the unem­ 
ployment rates were the same 
because the labor force is con­ 
stantly growing. 


The work force has grown by 
2.3 million, or 2.5 per cent, in 
the past year. Part of that is 


accounted for by normal popu­ 
lation growth, but the rate is 
far above the eight-tenths of a 
per cent growth in the total 
population last year. 
The bulk of the growth in the 
labor force — 1.4 million — has 
been among adult women, even 
though they represent less than 
a third of the total work force. 
The percentage of working-age 
women at work or seeking a 
job has risen to 47.4 per cent 
from 46.1 per cent a year ago. 
The number of women in the 
work force has traditionally 
been considered a signal of the 
pressure families feel for beef­ 
ing up their incomes. And econ­ 
omist» still consider that to be 
a factor, but in recent years de­ 
mographers have found a surge 
in womens’ work force partici­ 


pation rates unrelated to under­ 
lying economic conditions. 
The unemployment rate for 
adult women in July was 7.6 
per cent, up from 7.1 per cent 
in June. Adult male unemploy­ 
ment was 6.1 per cent, com­ 
pared to 6 per cent the previous 
month. 
Unemployment among house­ 
hold heads climbed to 5.4 per 
cent from 5.1 per cent. 
Unemployment among blacks 
and teen-agers improved, but 
analysts said the rates remain 
so high that the change isn’t 
likely to signal any dramatic 
improvement. 
Unemployment 
among teen-agers slipped to 
18.1 per cent from 18.4 per 
cent. Among blacks the rate 
fell from 13.3 per cent to 12.9 
per cent.

For a century and a half, the 
Monroe Doctrine was the most 
constant star in the firmament 
of our otherwise orbiting foreign 
policy. 
It means that the United 
States 
laid 
its 
power and 
prestige on the line to prevent 
any European government from 
“controlling” the “destiny” of 
any 
Western 
Hemisphere 
nation. 
After Fidel Castro took over 
Cuba, however, Soviet Premier 
Nikita 
Khrushchev, 
whose 
earthy 
vocabulary 
included 
frequent references to burying 
non-Communists, taunted us by 
saying: “Now the remains of 
this (Monroe) Doctrine should 
best be buried, as every dead 
body is, so that it does not poison 
the air by its decay.” 
It is now clear that that was no 
idle boast. Russia has converted 
Cuba into a Soviet military base 
for Communist subversion and 
aggression all over the world. 
Since Castro ruined the once- 
prosperous economy of Cuba, he 
has been sustained in power by 
Soviet subsidies totaling a half­ 
billion dollars a year. 
Unlike the United States, the 
Soviets exact their pound of 
flesh for their foreign aid. 
Today, some 7,000 Russians are 
effectively governing Cuba in 
the Stalinist pattern. 
They train the secret police, 
run the military and the 
economy, dispatch troops to 
Angola, 
and 
direct 
Cuba’s 
subversive and terrorist ac­ 
tivities all over the Western 
Hemisphere, and even as far 
away as Austria and Iran. 
Cuban-trained 
terrorists are 
part of the Puerto Rican bomb 
throwers, 
the Argentinian 
murder-kidnap-ransom brigade, 
and the guerrilla agitators in the 
Dominican Republic. 
More than 2,400 radicals from 
o»*; country have visited Cuba to 


receive training for espionage 
and terrorist activity inside the 
United States. 
Dangerous as is Cuba as a 
base for subversion, espionage, 
and terrorism, its potential as a 
Soviet missile and submarine 
base is far greater. 
When our U-2 reconnaissance 
plane discovered Khrushchev’s 
missiles in Cuba in 1962, we were 
able to make him remove them 
because we then had the 
capability to deliver more than 
40,000 
megatons 
of nuclear 
striking power on the Soviet 
Union. Toay, we can credibly 
threaten to deliver on Russia 
only about 5,000 megatons. 
What will our president do 
next year if our intelligence 
reports that the present Soviet 
party boss, Leonid Brezhnev, 
has secretly installed his new SS- 
20 mobile nuclear missiles in 
Cuba aimed at vital American 
population targets? There is no 
th reat 
that our President 
can 
hurl at Brezhnev that 
he cannot toss back at us, 
doubled 
in 
nuclear 
spades. 
Missiles fired from Cuba would 
reach our cities in about eight or 
nine minutes, as opposed to a 30- 
m inute 
warning 
time 
for 
missiles launched from Russia. 
Nor is there any credible 
threat that we can use to in­ 
tim idate 
Castro. 
Recent 
evidence indicates that, even 13 
years ago, he reacted to the U.S. 
Central Intelligence Agency’s 
unsuccessful 
attem pts 
to 
assassinate him by encouraging 
and perhaps even sponsoring the 
tr a g ic a lly 
s u c c e s s fu l 
assassination of 
P resident 
Kennedy. 
Now Castro is flushed with 
victory 
after his 
Angolan 
conquest and ready to take on 
new challenges. 
The big American mistake 
about Cuba was our aban­ 
donment 
of the 
Monroe 
Doctrine. We should revive that 
dying “body” before Brezhnev 
carries out Khrushchev’s threat 
to bury it forever.

AND BURROS ROAM

When Congress passed the 
Wild Free-Roaming Horses and 
Burros Act five years ago, it 
seemed that a blanket of federal 
protection had been placed over 
those 
anim als 
which 
are 
regarded as elusive friends by 
lovers of nature—and as foes by 
many ranchers in the West. 
Unfortunately, 
the blanket 
never settled. 
Opposition to the law was 
widespread; wild horses con­ 
tinued to be trapped and 
slaughtered; and, eventually, a 
federal court in New Mexico 
held 
the 
act 
to 
be 
un­ 
constitutional. The court said 
that 
the 
Constitution 
gives 
Congress power to regulate wild 
animals and public lands only to 
protect the land and not to 
protect the animals themselves. 
The Supreme Court has now 
reversed 
this 
decision. 
It 
asserted that Congress does 
indeed have power to regulate 
and protect the wildlife living on 
public lands. That is not just 
good 
news 
for 
horses 
and 
burros—it is also good news for 
the country. 
The 
high 
court’s 
ruling 


removes any 
legal question 
about the right of the Federal 
Government to maintain some 
parts of the country in their 
natural state. And it turns back 
an attack on other federal 
wildlife protective laws, which 
would have been sure to come if 
the lower court had been upheld. 
Not all such laws are popular, of 
course, in every part of the 
country. Some are seen as un­ 
wise by the wildlife’s human 
neighbors who often regard the 
animals as pure pests. 
The case is also a useful 
reminder that federalism is still 
a large element in the manner in 
which the country is governed. 
The claim made by New Mexico 
that Congress was trying to 
usurp a part of its inherent 
power was not frivolous. The 
states have always had the 
major role in regulating wildlife 
and are likely to continue to 
have it. 
The court upheld only that 
part of the wild horses act which 
protects the animals while they 
are on public land; it put off for 
another 
case 
the 
con­ 
stitutionality of the protection 
the act gives to those animals 
when they roam onto private or 
state-owned land. We would not 
bet much on their chances 
there—either in fact or in court. 
So we wish that—some way or 
other—these survivors of the 
past who wander free in the 
West could get the message: 
Stay on Uncle Sam’s land, he’ll 
protect vou.

MERRY-GO-ROUND 


Bureaucrats Railroad Taxpayers

WASHINGTON - The govern­ 
ment overseers, who administer 
the billions that Congress ap­ 
p ro p ria te d to re h a b ilita te 
bankrupt railroads, are squan­ 
dering the taxpayers money on 
themselves. 
They voted themselves so 
many fringe benefits that one 
overseer, Treasury Undersecre­ 
tary Jerry Thomas, raised a 
howl in the backrooms of the 
United States Railway Associ­ 
ation. He shamed his colleagues 
into revoking permission to bill 
the government for their country 
club memberships. But they 
refused to repay the member­ 
ship fees that the taxpayers had 
already shelled out. 
The outraged Thomas, mean­ 
while, conducted a Treasury 
Department audit of the ex­ 
travagances of the USRA ad­ 
ministrators. Last week he con­ 
fronted them behind closed 
doors with seven resolutions 
which would cut back their 
elaborate fringe benefits. All 
seven were defeated; four were 
never even seconded. 
Then the offended board 
members passed a resolution, in­ 
credibly, chastising Thomas for 
trying to save the taxpayers’ 
money. The resolution, adopted 
by a 7-to-2 vote, sharply rejected 
“the Undersecretary of Treas­ 
ury's allegation of ‘carte blanche 


use of the taxpayers’ money' or a 
‘cav alier attitu d e with the 
public’s tax dollars.’” 
The board also took action to 
prevent Thom as from ever 
auditing their extravagances 
again. They voted that “no mem­ 
ber of the board of directors is to 
undertake an independent audit 
of the Association without the ap­ 
proval of the board." 
C ongress e sta b lish e d the 
United States Railway Associ­ 
ation in 1973 to revitalize the ail­ 
ing railroads in the 17 north­ 
eastern states. This is being ac­ 
com plished w ith fin an c ial 
transfusions from the Treasury. 
But an excessive amount of 
money has been spent to main­ 
tain the lavish life-style of the ad­ 
ministrators. 
One of C hairm an A rthur 
Lewis’ first moves, for example, 
was to decree that the USRA's 
top brass should belong to “a pri­ 
vate dining club in the Washing­ 
ton area.” He also ruled, accord­ 
ing to a May 21.1974, confidential 
memo, that the USRA would 
pick up the membership fees and 
dues. 
Lewis then set the example by 
enrolling in the exclusive Burn­ 
ing Tree Country Club. This set 
back the taxpayers $5,000 tor ini­ 
tiation fees and $1,000 a year for 
dues. Seven other USRA officers 
haDDilv joined the clubs of their 


choice to the tune of $13,550. 
When Thom as joined the 
board in April, he was appalled 
at this misuse of taxpayers 
money. He persuaded the board 
to rescind the club memberships. 
But when he followed up last 
week with a resolution requiring 
Lewis to pay back $5,000 for his 
Burning T ree m em bership, 
Thomas couldn’t get anyone on 
the board to second the motion. 
He also tried to cut back other 
extravagances that the Treas­ 
ury Department audit had un­ 
covered. The audit, written in 
the dull, factual language of the 
Treasury accountants, was cir­ 
culated only to USRA bigwigs. 
But here are the highlights: 
Representation Expenses -- 
During the first nine months of 
the 1976 fiscal year, USRA’s top 
executives collected more than 
$35,000 for wining, dining and 
entertaining VIPs. After citing 
six pages of abuses, the auditors 
recommended reconsidering 
“whether funds could continue 
to be spent for official reception 
and representation purposes." 
One of the biggest spenders 
again was Chairman Lewis, who 
didn’t even bother to explain 69 
of the 79 charges he submitted. 
He spent $726.71, for example, on 
dinners for 12 on two consecu­ 
tive nights at Washington’s 
prestigious Metropolitan Club. 
No explanations were given for 
the dinners. 
But he threw another $778.55 
party at the same club, accord­ 
ing to his voucher, to "honor a 
number of USRA employees 
who had worked a considerable 
amount of overtime." 
Relocation Allow ances -- 
Lewis also authorized ex­ 
travagant living expenses for 
USRA personnel who wanted to 
work in Washington without giv- 
in? un their A»omes elsewhere. 


These allowances were higher 
than it would have cost them to 
resettle in Washington. 
As usual, Lewis w as one of the 
first to take advantage of his 
own policy. He has collected 
$26,000 to cover the high cost of 
living in Washington. This was 
added to the $63,000 salary he is 
already drawing -- the max­ 
imum, incidentally, allowed by 
Congress, 
The living allowances are so 
lavish that 13 other USRA of­ 
ficers have also chosen to live in 
Washington at the taxpayers’ ex­ 
pense and maintain separate 
homes elsewhere. This practice 
“would not have been allowed,” 
the auditors notes, in other 
federal establishments. But Con­ 
gress exempted USRA from tlie 
usual federal restrictions. 
Consulting Contracts -- Under 
this remarkable policy, USRA of­ 
ficers can quit and still stay on 
the payroll as consultants. They 
are paid a lump sum for the con­ 
tra c t period, usually three 
months, no matter how much 
time they actually put in. 
One vice president, for exam­ 
ple, collected $13,650 for only six 
days of work. That comes out to 
$2575 per day. 
The report also condemns 
other, lesser extravagances. The 
taxpayers are stuck, for exam­ 
ple, with the traffic fines that 
USRA bigwigs incur in the line of 
duty. These have included fines 
for speeding. “Several of the 
traffic violations," the audit re­ 
port adds, “were incurred by dri­ 
vers while picking up newspa­ 
pers for the chairm an and 
former president." 
Yet the board voted to con­ 
tinue all these extravagances 
and to reprimand the man who 
tried to blow the whistle. 
W* lh*«d

does, not what Stewart Mott 
does. Now you tell one.

Planning and the American 
Economy - An Inside White 
House View

closest to his old friend Jerry 
Ford - and possibly the most 
knowledgeable economic policy 
spokesman for the President.

WASHINGTON D. C. - The 
United States has the most 
planned economy in the world. 
At first blush, such an assertion 
by an admirer of Adam Smith 
strikes many as incredible. In 
fact, it has been saidthatwe in 
the Ford administration are so 
opposed to planning that we 
consider Adam Smith’s “in­ 
visible hand” to be an un­ 
warranted 
intrusion 
in 
the 
marketplace. 
But further reflection reveals 
not only the accuracy of the 
claim that the United States is 
the world’s most planned 
economy, 
but the rationale 
behind it. 
Millions of business men and 
farmers do the principal job of 
planning in the United States. 
Many 
nations 
have 
more 
n ational 
governm ental 
economic planning; 
but at­ 
tempts 
to 
centrally 
direct 
economic activity should not 
necessarily be considered as 
evidence of more planning. 
Some planning occurs in every 
economic system. The crucial 
variable is whether the planning 
is concentrated in the public or 
private sector. 
Periods of recession always 
seem to produce proposals for 
national 
governm ental 
economic planning as a means 
of correcting the imperfections 
of the free market. Our recent 
recession was no exception. 
Proponents of national planning 
have coalesced around two 
proposed bills, the Balanced 
Growth and Economic Planning 
Act of 1975 (the Humphrey- 
Javits 
bill) and the Full 
Employment 
and 
Balanced 
Growth Act of 1976 (the Hum­ 
phrey- Hawkins bill). 
Earlier this year the Joint 
Economic Committee of the 
Congress also issued a majority 
report 
calling 
for 
com­ 
prehensive long- range plan­ 
ning. 
More 
recently, 
the 
proposed 
Democratic 
party 
platform called for national 
economic planning. 
The renewed interest in 
national 
economic 
planning 
stems in part from those who 
wish to use it as a 
vehicle for 
implementing their vision of 
how society should be struc­ 
tured. They are not satisfied 
with the allocation of resources 
that result from the market. 
Irving Kristol has perceptively 
observed, they want the “power 
which in a capitalist system is 
supposed to reside in the free 
market.” 
Indeed, this is precisely what 
central planning is all about - 
making decisions about the 
allocation of resources by a few 
individuals at the center rather 
than permitting participation by 
all the people through allocation 
by the market. 
Even assuming a national 
economic plan were desirable, 
there are major difficulties with 
such an exercise in the United 
States. First, long- range 
planning, if it is to be effective, 
requires accurate forecasting. 
How could an economic olan- 


ning board know where to 
allocate capital how much to 
raise 
or 
reduce taxes, 
or 
otherwise direct the economy 
without accurate forecasting? 
Forecasting, 
even 
in 
the 
shortrun, is difficult. Despite 
considerable effort, economists 
have had a disappointing track 
record in forecasting the future, 
particulary for an extended 
period. 
Getting an accurate forecast 
is a minor problem 
compared 
with a second difficulty that 
would then face a central 
planning board. If the board 
were to have any value, it would 
be forced to make decisions for 
thousands of industries, millions 
of 
firms, 
and 
numerous 
governmental units at in­ 
credible speed and under con- . 
stantly 
changing conditions. 
This is what Nobel Prize- win­ 
ning economist Paul Samuelson 
meant when he said that central 
planning in the United States 
would involve a mathematical 
problem 
with 
millions 
of 
unknowns 
and 
billions 
and 
billions of steps in its solution. 
A third problem with most 
national planning proposals is 
their professed “ voluntary 
nature”. If a planning exercise 
is truly voluntary with no means 
for its implementation, then the 
whole exercise is pointless and 
would merely serve to swell 
government employment 
for 
economists. However, if the 
planning exercise is more than 
voluntary, 
then 
planning 
represents a genuine threat to 
the maintenance of a 
free 
society. 
Supporters of planning claim 
they do not intend to tell General 
Electric or anyother firm 
precisely what to do. But what 
can be expected to happen if 
private firms are acting in ways 
that will defeat the aims of the 
national plan? Supporters of 
national planning greatly un­ 
derestimate the governmental 
controls that their program 
would impose on the private 
economy. 
As a Yugoslavian economist 
recently observed: “The worst 
market economy functions more 
efficiently 
than 
the 
best 
nationally planned economy.” 
There are some areas where 
the government must intrude in 
the marketplace because the 
market does not automatically 
allocate 
resources 
to meet - 
national 
objectives. 
Recent 
examples include energy in­ 
dependence and environmental 
protection. But such area should 
be 
narrowly 
limited 
and 
specifically approved by the 
legislative process. 
In short, we are for planning, 
lots of it, done principally by 
private entrepreneurs their own 
money at stake. The govern­ 
ment has an important role to 
play in the economy and in 
helping private planners. It 
should 
provide 
consistent 
economic policies so individuals 
and businessmen can plan with 
some confidence in what the 
government will do. 
Effective 
private planning 
requires 
a 
non-inflationary 
environment 
resulting 
from 
sound 
fiscal and monetary 
policies. The federal govern­ 
ment should make available its 
forecast of future economic 
activity and should provide 
accurate statistics to assist the 
private 
planner. 
Not least, 
government must maintain a 
free and competitive market­ 
place. 
But 
government’s 
primary interest should be in the 
process, not the plan.

NEW MADRID - Assistance 
funds totaling $160,854.41 were 
disbursed in July by the New 
Madrid 
County 
Division of 
Family Services office, with 
$129,043 of that amount paid to 
families 
receiving aid to 
dependent children. 
A total of 933 families with 
2,179 children received aid to 
dependent children payments 
averaging $138.31 per family. 
State supplemental payments 
or 
state 
supplemental and 
supplemental security income 
payments were made to 822 
persons. 
State supplemental 
payments were in the amount of 
$21,708. 
Another 496 persons were on 
the supplemental security in­ 
come rolls. These persons do not 
receive a cash grant and are 
eligible for medicaid benefits 
only from the state.

TIPS 
If you are adding length to the 
pattern or making a longer 
length than the pattern envelope 
calls for — simply lay out the 
pattern and make a tissue paper 
extension for the desired length.

Don’t make the mistake of 
using your favorite pattern in 
one season only. Many can work 
equally well aU year round. Try 
crisp shirting stripes with a 
white cotton for sum m er, 
flannel plaids therough winter 
for shirt styles.

The first time you make your 
perfect pattern, remember to 
note all your adjustments on the

look of a pattern. Use shirt 
buttons or toggles, piping or 
braided trim to change a look A 
contrasting fabric for collar and 
cuffs, using your fabric on the 
bias, are other ways to add 


variety. 
If you’re a good 
seamstress, there’s no reason 
why you can’t get more variety 
from your original pattern by 
adding a sleeve, collar or pocket 
from another pattern. When you 
decide to make a change, be 
sure to superimpose the new 
piece, a sleeve, for example, 
over the original sleeve in the 
pattern. 


There will probably be subtle 
changes in the shape of the 
armhole, but they can usually be 
compensated for by reshaping 
the contour of the new sleeve to 
the old one.

Q. Are dietetic foods helpful in 
weight control diets? 
A. That depends on the caloric 
value of the food, which should 
be given on the label. Dietic 
foods are made for a variety of 
special diet needs including low 
sodium, low cholesterol, low fat, 
food allergy, low carbohydrate 
and diabetes. Unless the dietetic 
food has a greatly reduced 
amount of calories compared to 
an ordinary food of the same 
type it obviously won’t pay to 
spend the extra money for it to 
include in a reducing diet 
Many of the foods sold as "low 
calorie" 
foods 
are 
of 
questionable value for weight 
control diets Indeed, the actual 
energy content of breakfast 
cereals and breads sold as "diet 
foods" usually is very similar to 
that for conventional cereal 
products. Thinly sliced bread 
has fewer calories per slice but 
the same energy content as 
ordinary bread on an equal 
weight basis. 
Anyone 
trying 
to 
control 
weight should remember that 
the total amount of calories 
consumed 
is 
the 
important 
principle to keep in mind for. 
weight gain or loss. Portion 
control, therefore, is a key 
factor for weight reduction. For 
example, ice milk (5 per cent 
fat) contains about 25 per cent 
fewer calories than ice cream 
(10 per cent fat), but two ser­ 
vings of ice milk will add a lot 
more calories to your total in­ 
take than one serving of ice 
cream 
Q 
How 
does 
soft 
serve 
compare to ice cream in calorie 
value? 
A. Many people erroneously 
assume that soft serve ice milk 
is low in energy value but the 
fact is that a cup serving has 
more calories (266) than an 
equal amount of regular ice 
cream (257 calories). It does 
contain 
less 
fat 
and 
more 
protein than 10 per cent fat ice 
cream, but the extra sugar 
added to make soft serve greatly 
adds to its energy value Frozen 
custard (soft serve ice cream) 
has even more calories (334 per 
cup). Incidentally, sherbet is no 
bargain" for weight watchers 
either, since it contains about 
260 calories in a cup serving 
Also, sherbet doesn't have the 
overall food value of ice cream 


or ice milk, which are good 
sources of protein, minerals and 
vitamins. In fact, the small 
amount of nutrients other than 
carbohydrate found in sherbet 
indicates that it may properly be 
called an “empty calorie" food 
Q. Are artifically sweetened 
beverages safe to drink?

Make it into a long caftan for 
at-home, and a sleep shirt as 
well.

shirting-weight underneath. 
(You might cut the overshirt 
just a bit larger.) Make it 
flannel or gauze. 


A piece as versatile as this is a 
perfect weekend wardrobe by 
itself. Just add different ac­ 
cessories and layers and it can 
take you from day into evening, 
from the beach in summer to 
dinner in the city. 
It can look sophisticated when 
it hangs loosely over pants, 


casual under a vest, wrapping 
your waist with a soft tie belt. 
TIPS 
If you are adding length to the 
pattern or making a longer 
length than the pattern envelope 
calls for — simply lay out the 
pattern and make a tissue paper 
extension for the desired length. 
Measure this to find the extra 
yardage needed. 
Don’t make the mistake of 
using your favorite pattern in 
one season only. Many can work 
equally well all year round. Try 
crisp shirting stripes with a 
white cotton for summer, 
flannel plaids therough winter 
for shirt styles. Try sportswear 
fabrics for day and silks and 
velvets for evenings. 
The first time you make your 
perfect pattern, remember to 
note all your adjustments on the 


tissue pattern itself. This will 
make it much easier to put 
together the next time. 
Although you may have made 
up 
this 
pattern 
before, 
remember that all fabrics will 
react differently to the same 
pattern. A heavier or bulkier 
fabric might need to be taken in a 
bit on the side seams, so be sure 
to try it on before hemming. No 
matter how many times you 
might make it, each time still 
needs 
particular attention 
during the final fitting. 


Derails make all the dif­ 
ference and can really vary the 
look of a pattern. Use shirt 
buttons or toggles, piping or 
braided trim to change a look. A 
contrasting fabric for collar and 
cuffs, using your fabric on the 
bias, are other ways to add 


variety. If you’re a good 
seamstress, there’s no reason 
why you can’t get more variety 
from your original pattern by 
adding a sleeve, collar or pocket 
from another pattern. When you 
decide to make a change, be 
sure to superimpose the new 
piece, a sleeve, for example, 
over the original sleeve in the 
pattern. 


There will probably be subtle 
changes in the shape of the 
armhole, but they can usually be 
compensated for by reshaping 
the contour of the new sleeve to 
the old one. Use a felt-tipped pen 
to draw the cto draw the contour 
cut around it. You don’t have to 
worry about anything but the 
two edges to be seamned 
together. If the shapes are too 
tar afield, don’t try.

Q. Are dietetic foods helpful in 
weight control diets? 
A. That depends on the caloric 
value of the food, which should 
be given on the label. Dietic 
foods are made for a variety of 
special diet needs including low 
sodium, low cholesterol, low fat, 
food allergy, low carbohydrate 
and diabetes. Unless the dietetic 
food has a greatly reduced 
amount of calories compared to 
an ordinary food of the same 
type it obviously won’t pay to 
spend the extra money for it to 
include in a reducing diet. 
Many of the foods sold as "low 
calorie” 
foods 
are 
of 
questionable value for weight 
control diets. Indeed, the actual 
energy content of breakfast 
cereals and breads sold as "diet 
foods” usually is very similar to 
that for conventional cereal 
products. Thinly sliced bread 
has fewer calories per slice but 
the same energy content as 
ordinary bread on an equal 
weight basis. 
Anyone 
trying 
to control 
weight should remember that 
the total amount of calories 
consumed 
is 
the important 
principle to keep in mind for. 
weight gain or loes. Portion 
control, therefore, is a key 
factor for weight reduction. For 
example, ice milk (5 per cent 
fat) contains about 25 per cent 
fewer calories than ice cream 
(10 per cent fat), but two ser­ 
vings of ice milk will add a lot 
more calories to your total in­ 
take than one serving of ice 
cream. 
Q. 
How 
does soft 
serve 
compare to ice cream in calorie 
value? 
A. Many people erroneously 
assume that soft serve ice milk 
is low in energy value but the 
fact is that a cup serving has 
more calories (266) than an 
equal amount of regular ice 
cream (257 calories). It does 
contain less fat and more 
protein than 10 per cent fat ice 
cream, but the extra sugar 
added to make soft serve greatly 
adds to its energy value. Frozen 
custard (soft serve ice cream) 
has even more calories (334 per 
cup). Incidentally, sherbet is no 
"bargain” for weight watchers 
either, since it contains about 
260 calories in a cup serving. 
Also, sherbet doesn't have, the 
overall food value of ice cream 


or ice milk, which are good 
sources of protein, minerals and 
vitamins. In fact, the small 
amount of nutrients other than 
carbohydrate found in sherbet 
indicates that it may properly be 
called an "empty calorie" food. 
Q. Are artifically sweetened 
beverages safe to drink? 
• A. The Food and Drug 
Administration 
recommends 
that no more than seven 12- 
ounce 
bottles 
of artifically 
sweetened beverages be con­ 
sumed by an adult in one day. 
This is because of the saccharin 
used in place of sugar. One gram 
of saccharin is considered the 
maximum safe amount for one

day, which is about the quantity 
contained in seven bottles of 
sugar free beverage. 
Saccharin has teen in use for 
a long time, about 80 years, so it 
would appear to be a fairly safe 
product. However, tests with 
rats found that very high levels 
in the diet caused bladder 
tumors. The amount of sac­ 
charin fed to the rats is worth 
noting in applying the ex­ 
perimental results to man. On 
the basis of body size, an adult 
man would need to (brink more 
than 80 gallons of artifically 
sweetened beverages each day 
to receive the equivalent 
quantity of saccharin given to 
the rats. 
Tests are continuing to learn 
more about the safety of sac­ 
charin. Food companies are 
very interested in the outcome 
of the test! since saccharin is the 
only artificial sweetener ap­ 
proved for general use in the 
food industry at the present 
time.

If they did, the Trail Blazers probably would collect almost as 
much for their two front lines alone as the NBA took in for the 12 
American Basketball Association players selected Thursday, 
For example, how much do you think other NBA teams would fork 
over if they could take home Bill Walton or Sidney Wicks or Moses 
Malone or Maurice Lucas’* Lloyd Neal would not come cheap either, 
and no doubt someone would pay a few sheckels for former No. i 
draft pick Larue Martin and current No. 1 draft pick Wally Walker 
All but Walker, who hasyet to sign, belong to the Trail Blazers now 
after they selected Lucas and Malone in the telephone draft con­ 
ducted at the NBA league office here 
They had to trade All Star guard Geoff Petrie, the last original 
player from Portland's 1970 expansion club, to Atlanta with reserve 
Steve Hawes to get AUanta's No. 2 selection spot in the draft. 
But it appears there are NBA general managers willing to send 
Portland adequate replacements in the following days and weeks if 
the Trail Blazers will part with some (rf their big men 
Veteran 6-9 forward Sidney Wicks once again found himself a big 
name in the trade rumor mill and there also was speculation that 
Malone would not be with the Blazers for long 
Portland probably will get its money’s worth after shelling out 
$350,000 for the 6-10 Malone and $300,000 for the 6-9 Lucas, two of the 
ABA's bright young stars last season with St. Louis and Kentucky, 
respectively. 
With the prices for the players pre-determined, only the Chicago 
Bulls dropped more into the kitty They paid $1.1 million for 7-2 
center Artis Gilmore of Kentucky, the top prize in the draft, which 
was still another step toward completing the merger agreement 
between the NBA and ABA 
Chicago had the first selection by virtue of its won-lost record last 
year, the worst of any of the 18 NBA teams or the four ABA teams 
that will be part of the merger this season 
The other high-priced selections were guard Ron Boone of St. 
Louis, picked No 3 by Kansas City for $250,000, forward Marvin 
Barnes of St. Louis, selected No. 4 by Detroit for $500,000, and guard 
Bird Averitt of Kentucky, picked No. 8 by Buffalo for $125,000 
Buffalo swapped picks with Milwaukee and threw in a second-round 
draft pick next spring to get a shot at Averitt. 
In all, 12 of the 20 available players from the St. Louis and Ken­ 
tucky franchises were selected — all but one on the first of the three 
rounds of the draft — and the teams paid a total of $2,832,750 for 
them The money will be uaed to cover obligationa to A BA players, 
the Kentucky and St Louis franchises and those N BA teams which 
gave up original draft rights to the players involved 
The eight players not selected become free agents.

The two spheres — public 
and personal conduct — are in­ 
terconnected and follow paral­ 
lel tendencies, several theo­ 
logians and religious officials

when

about the matter. 
“Public and private morality 
— two aspects of the same 
thing — have collapsed in on 
each other,” said the Rev. Eu­ 
gene Kennedy, a noted Roman 
Catholic priest-psychologist of 
Chicago’s Loyola University. 
"Both America and Wayne 
Hays are in trouble because 
two virtues thought to be old- 
fashioned — fidelity and com­ 
mitment — are abiding truths 
instead. ... We write our moral 
signatures in the way we live 
with each other.” 
The quality of those relation­ 
ships, whether between man 
and woman, between a person 


and his associates or between 
elected officials and their con­ 
stituents, all depend identically 
on the condition of character, 
the church thinkers said. 
They don’t buy the common

count, and not personal deal­ 
ings with others. 
“Disclosures of this sort of 
activity undercut a just politi­ 
cal order from Watergate to 
breadkdowns in social stabil­ 
ity,” said the Rev. Dr. Robert 
Marshall, president of the Lu­ 
theran Church in America.

Calling the controversy an 
“identity problem,” Preus esti­ 
mated that about 100 of the Sy­ 
nod’s 6,200 congregations have 
broken ties with the parent 
body. He said about 1,800 of the

among the dissenters, and he 
conceded that many had be­ 
come affiliated with other Lu­ 
theran groups. 
Preus said Synod officials 
have tried to act cautiously in 
the dispute. 


“We are taking a patient atti­ 
tude, trying to avoid lawsuits 
or any precipitous action,” he 
said. “People who are leaving 
seem to need a cause and we 
don’t want to give them one. ... 
Sometimes they provoke the 


situation."

The decades have passed since Hornsby, once 
the terror of the National League, wore the 
uniform of the St. Louis Cardinals. But in his 
absence, much of his spirit remains within 
Charlie Jones. 
A retired telephone company switchman who 
speaks with tones which are still mellifluous, 
Jones is proud of the fact that in 30 years he’s 
missed but three Cards home games while 
serving as public address announcer. 
“Two of them were when my stepfather died 
and the other was late in the season for a makeup 
date,” he said. 
"I had a double hernia once during the season 
and in two weeks I was walking. The only other 
time I almost missed was when I went through a 
plate glass window at the laundromat I own. I 
severed an artery. But the team was out of town. 
“It’s a long story how I became an an­ 
nouncer,” allowed Jones, a spry man born 
nearly 70 years ago who grew up within walking 
distance of Sportsman’s Park, the Cards’ former 
home. 
“I was an usher captain,” he recalled. “I used 
to see this guy sitting there and I thought that 
was a better job than I had, so I asked about it. 
.Then one day the guy got his hours changed and 


they offered it to me. They asked me if I could be 
at all the games and I said I could. 
“I really had no experience except that in my 
job with the telephone company in talking to a lot 
of people,’’ acknowledged Jones, who since 
taking over behind the microphone has an­ 
nounced lineups for nearly 2,500 games. 
“The most difficult part is when substitutes 
come pretty fast and you have to wait for the 
umpire to make them official. The worst thing 
that ever happened, really, was when the 
Philadelphia club was in town and the next day 
Cincinnati came in. There was a catching change 
and I said, ‘Now catching for Philadelphia 
“Another time was Pittsburgh’s catcher, 
Manny Sanguillen. I said ‘Sanny Manguillen,’ 
but the only guy who caught it was the Pirates’ 
p.r. man. My feeling is that if you blow one, just 
don’t say anything about it.” 
Highlights of the Jones career have, of course, 
included a World Series the Cards played in 
during his first year, 1946, and two subsequent 
fall classic appearances in 1967 and ‘68. 
But like many others he misses the more in­ 
timate atmosphere of older ball parks and 
decries a higher perch to which he’s been 
assigned at press level. 
“When you were down on the field you were 
more or less in the game and you could hear both 
dugouts,” he reminisced. “I have to think one of 
the reasons we are no longer there is because 
there were people with big ears who couldn t 
keep their mouths shut.”

NBA dispersal 
draft finished 


NEW YORK (AP) — Now that the National Basketball Association 
has held its dispersal draft, a number of NBA teams might think it 
only fair that the Portland Trail Blazers hold one of their own. 
If they did, the Trail Blazers probably would collect almost as 
much for their two front lines alone as the NBA took in for the 12 
American Basketball Association players selected Thursday. 
For example, how much do you think other NBA teams would fork 
over if they could take home Bill Walton or Sidney Wicks or Moses 
Malone or Maurice Lucas? Lloyd Neal would not come cheap either, 
and no doubt someone would pay a few sheckels for former No. 1 
draft pick Larue Martin and current No. 1 draft pick Wally Walker. 
All but Walker, who has-yet to sign, belong to the Trail Blazers now 
after they selected Lucas and Malone in the telephone draft con­ 
ducted at the NBA league office here. 
They had to trade All Star guard Geoff Petrie, the last original 
player from Portland’s 1970 expansion club, to Atlanta with reserve 
Steve Hawes to get Atlanta’s No. 2 selection spot in the draft. 
But it appears there are NBA general managers willing to send 
Portland adequate replacements in the following days and weeks if 
the Trail Blazers will part with some of their big men. 
Veteran 6-9 forward Sidney Wicks once again found himself a big 
name in the trade rumor mill and there also was speculation that 
Malone would not be with the Blazers for long. 
Portland probably will get its money’s worth after shelling out 
$350,000 for the 6-10 Malone and $300,000 for the 6-9 Lucas, two of the 
ABA’s bright young stars last season with St. Louis and Kentucky, 
respectively. 
With the prices for the players pre-determined, only the Chicago 
Bulls dropped more into the kitty. They paid $1.1 million for 7-2 
center Artis Gilmore of Kentucky, the top prize in the draft, which 
was still another step toward completing the merger agreement 
between the NBA and ABA. 
Chicago had the first selection by virtue of its won-lost record last 
year, the worst of any of the 18 NBA teams or the four ABA teams 
that will be part of the merger this season. 
The other high-priced selections were guard Ron Boone of St. 
Louis, picked No. 3 by Kansas City for $250,000; forward Marvin 
Barnes of St. Louis, selected No. 4 by Detroit for $500,000, and guard 
Bird Averitt of Kentucky, picked No. 8 by Buffalo for $125,000. 
Buffalo swapped (ricks with Milwaukee and threw in a second-round 
draft pick next spring to get a shot at Averitt. 
In all, 12 of the 20 available players from the St. Louis and Ken­ 
tucky franchises were selected — all but one on the first of the three 
rounds of the draft — and the teams paid a total of $2,832,750 for 
them. The money will be used to cover obligations to ABA players, 
the Kentucky and St. Louis franchises and those NBA teams which 
gave up original draft rights to the players involved. 
The eight players not selected become free agents.

R uling gives communities new power 
to decide development, area growth 


By The Associated Press 
Recent Supreme Court rul­ 
ings have given communities 
and their residents new power 
to decide such issues as what 
kind of development should be 
allowed and who has control 
over area growth. 
Some experts fear that the 
rulings could open the way to 
the same kind of economic and 
racial discrimination that the 
courts have been trying to 
overturn in recent years. 
Among the recent decisions 
was a June 21 ruling that up­ 
held an Eastlake, Ohio, ordi­ 
nance requiring an automatic 
voter referendum on all proper­ 
ty rezonings. 
In the majority opinion, Chief 
Justice Warren Burger rejected 
arguments that the ordinance 
was an unconstitutional delega­ 
tion of legislative power. 
“ Under our constitutional as­ 


sumptions, all power derives 
from the people who can dele­ 
gate it to representative in­ 
struments which they create,” 
Burger wrote. 
Justice Lewis Powell, in the 
minority, 
disagreed, 
saying, 
“ The ‘spot’ referendum tech­ 
nique appears to open dis­ 
quieting opportunities for local 
government bodies to by-pass 
normal protective procedures 
for resolving issues affecting 
individual rights.” 
Opponents of voter-controlled 
zoning say it is designed to 
keep minorities out of the sub­ 
urbs. They also point out, how­ 
ever, that it could involve in­ 
dustrial growth.

They are 
in business to sell vitamins 
and so called health food 
products. Your husband is 
only one of the many victims 
of frauds in the treatment of 
arthritis. There are plenty of 
quacks ready to prey on the 
victims of arthritis. Selling 
phony cures to arthritis vic- 
I times is a multimillion dollar 
business. My best advice to all 
the arthritics of all types is to 
never, never, never use any 


recommended by your doctor. 
Do not buy anything from 
door-to-door salesmen or fall 
for supposed miracle cures. 
Vitamins are useful in peo­ 
ple who need them but health 
faddists, not doctors, who 
have been pushing them for 
cure of arthritis are really a 
public health menace. While a 
person thinks he is getting or 
is going to get help from 
vitamins or alfalfa tablets, 
the joints may be undergoing 
permanent changes that could 
have been prevented. There is 
no evidence that any vitamins 
ever cured or improved a 
single case of a rth ritis.

LOS ANGELES (AP) - A 
rock ’n’ roll roller coaster car­ 
ried the Dr. Hook band from 
obscurity to the heights of suc­ 
cess and back down into the 
depths of bankruptcy. But that 
catastrophe didn’t derail them 
and now, amazingly, they’re 
climbing upward again. 
Their last single, a rendition 
of Sam Cooke’s “ Only Sixteen,” 
topped the one million mark in 
sales and they are currently 
scoring with “ A Little Bit 
More” on the top charts and 
“A Couple More Years” on the 
country listings. 
“ People are starting to ac­ 
cept us as a new group, not old 
timers who are making a come­ 
back,” says Dennis Locorriere, 
one of the leaders of the six- 
man group. 
Dr. Hook, known in its pre­ 
bankrupt days as Dr. Hook and 
the Medicine Show, formed in 
1970 and began gathering fol­ 
lowers who dug the band’s 
wacky humor. Their antics on 
stage and song lyrics provided 
by Playboy cartoonist Shel Sil- 
verstein overshadowed their 
more-than-competent 
musical 
abilities. 
The group’s first two albums 
did produce two hit singles, 
however — “Sylvia’s Mother” 
and “ Cover of the Rolling 
Stone.” And the latter, released 
early in 1973, won them a cover 
story in Rolling Stone magazine 
and propelled them into tele­ 
vision 
and concert 
appear­ 
ances. 
But Dr. Hook was unable to 
follow up with another hit 
What’s the law 


record and interest in the band 
faded. Big money dates fell off 
and by 1974 the band was a 
money-losing proposition. 
Dr. 
Hook declared bank­ 
ruptcy in November 1974. 
“ People thought we broke up. 
We didn’t. We were just plain 
broke,” the New Jersey-born 
Locorriere cracks. He is con­ 
stantly joking and it is clear 
that laughter is one of his su­ 
preme pleasures in life. 
As far as they know, no other 
rock group on the rocks has 
ever stuck it out long enough to 
bottom out with bankruptcy. 
But Dr. Hook didn’t have it in 
mind to break up. 
“ They’d still recognize us,” 
Locorriere says when asked 
why the six men and their road 
crew didn’t go their separate 
ways. 
“ We still thought this group 
would work,” offers Ray Saw­ 
yer, whose black eyepatch adds 
a distinctive note to the group’s 
scruffy appearance. “ It was 
just the people who didn’t.” 
Bankruptcy actually was a 
means of staying alive a little 
bit longer than they would have 
otherwise. It took the creditors 
off their necks and got Dr. 
Hook out of its contract with 
Columbia Records. 
The band pooled its pocket 
money and went into a record­ 
ing studio to cut some records. 
The studio — at $10 an hour 
— may have been cheap but 
Dr. Hook managed to come up 
with a handful of songs that 
persuaded Capitol Records to 
sign them in February 1975.
